►in the minds, and appealed increasingly to the sentiment, of the 
^American people. 
Up to 1890, Hot Springs and the Yellowstone were cur only 
I national parks. Since 1890 seventeen national parks, aggregating 
[some 4,845,750 acres, have been created by successive acts of Con­ 
f e s s . It is true that there were upward of a million visitors to 
the various national parks last year; but the applications of local 
‘►irrigation and power interests for easements have come, appar- 
kently, as blessings in disguise to acquaint our people generally with 
the singular beauty and marvelous diversity of the parks which we 
•possess. 
j 
Horn many “average citizens” know that they are part own­ 
ers in nineteen National Parks covering 10,859 square miles, and 
in forty-three National Monuments covering 2,552 square miles, 
each containing unique and picturesque scenery which h is been 
in course of creation for thousands and millions of years or mark­ 
ing the site of some historic achievement of man? 
How 
know that a great park-to-park highway has been designated 
which, in an irregular circuit of about five thousand miles, passes 
through nine western States, crosses every main continental high­ 
way and now directly connects eleven National parks, including 
a variety of scenery to be found no where else in the world 7 
lf you have a motor which will turn the wheels of a car, the j 
price of gasoline to feed the engine, a camping outfit, and the 
very modest amount of cash required tor park lees and food en 
route, you may drive through your country estates and claim 
every pleasure of ownership. 
The National Parks serve the leisure and not the work-time 
cf the American people. Even from a financial standpoint it would 
be folly to try to mix the motives. 
It is only by singleness of 
purpose, by a persistent policy of park operation for park, pur­ 
poses, that the National Parks can ultimately be made self-sup­ 
porting. Natural scenery unsuoiled by hand of man, and unmol­ 
ested animal and bird life, are the stock in trade of the National 
Park Service. 
As a further earnest of its intention to protect the National 
Parks, Congress again spoke with authority during the closing 
days of the recent short session. It passed an act—for which no 
division was called in either house because the opposition was so 
negligible—definitely and for all time exempting National Parks 
and Monuments from the operation of the Federal Power Act. 
Congress has shown its inclination. 
Aou, who can now' 
make the “grand tour” in a single summer or in many summers, 
by train and modem hotels or by motor and under your ow?n 
canvas, may some time find opportunity to do your share to sup­ 
port Congress in its policy, that the National Parks and Manu- 
ments shall be preserved inviolate as the greatest single historical, 
recreational, and spiritual bequest which the American people can 
pass on to the next generation ?
